If we were to tell you that W arren 
could have a public auditorium which 
would seat 1,500 people for the price 
of 250 seats, would you think it a buy 
we should not pass up? 
If the school com m ittee has de­ 
cided it will build a 1,000-seat 
auditorium for 1,500 pupils in our 
high sch o o l............ 
We can add the other 500 seats 


for the price of 2501 
The state pays about half the 
building costs. 
Thus the state will pay for half 
the additional 500. 
Leaving us with 250 to finance. 
C ertainly far cheaper than a public 
drive to build an entire public audi­ 
torium , such as W arren has wanted 
for many years. 
The price of 250 seats! 
And we hesitate? 


TAX INCREASE FINANCES MILLION 
DOLLAR WARREN SCHOOL BUDGET 


A total budget of $1,007,715 was 
proposed at Monday evening’s m eet­ 
ing of the W arren borough school 
board and will now be presented 
for adoption at the regular May 
session, A little m ore than $45,000 
of this figure is restricted in the 
Beaty fund, leaving a working total 
of $962,350. The 1955-56 budget 
was $916, 100. 
The difference is accounted for 
by the increase in num ber of pupils 
requires additional teachers, 
playground 
supervision, 
and in­ 
creases in teach ers’ salaries. 
The property tax rate will be 25 
m ills, an increase of four, and the 
per capita and residence tax totaling 
$10 will rem ain the sam e. 
It was pointed out that m ore 
money was spent in m aintenance this 
past year than is usual. This ex­ 
pense totals approxim ately $16,000 
and includes the re-roofing of South 
Street school, where a new boiler 
was also installed, toilet rooms 
renovated and a stock room a r­ 
ranged. There was also flood damage 
expense and the cornice around the 
Lacy building was protected against 
weathering. 
Debt service continues to require 
about $170,000, as the borough c a r­ 
ries the obligation fo r the 1930 
bonds, the Jefferson Authority, and 
the borough share of the Beaty 
Authority. 
Plans are now being made to 
provide the necessary money to 
buy the site for the new high school 
building. 
Among other m ajor item s dis­ 
cussed by the board Monday were 
teacher salaries and teacher vacan­ 
cies which must be filled for next 
season. As pointed out e a rlie r, the 
minimum starting salary in W ar­ 
ren next year will be no less than 
$3100. There are twelve secondary 
vacancies to be filled. 
Dr. C arl E. Whipple, superin­ 
tendent of schools, presented two 
studies he had made for the board’s 
consideration. One dealt with form ­ 
ing a union of the d istricts in the 
jointure and the other was on per 
capita tax collections. Tw enty-three 
schools were contacted in the latter 
study, and of these there were four 


with a higher percentage of collec­ 
tions than W arren. The four schools 
were B utler, Ellwood City, Grove 
City, and Stroud Union. 
Some of the plans in the set-ups 
mentioned include an additional tax 
notice, plans for exoneration, and 
employment of outside agencies to 
make up the list for the per capita 
tax. W arren’s per cent of collection 
is 83 with its present set up with 
the local tax office, which the board 
considers satisfactory. 
The board received a $ 162,000 
general 
appropriation 
from 
the’ 
state, leaving a balance due in the 
amount of $ 18,000. Receipts for the 
month ’amounted to $928, milk pro­ 
gram for February, and $97, dental 
program for January. Also $250 
in terest on the Beaty E state tru st 
fund and $3.33 from the justice of 
the peace. 
The financial com m ittee rep o rt­ 
ed that proposals had been received 
from the two local banks who were 
asked to consider setting up a trust 
fund for restricted funds in the d is­ 
trict. 
Approval was given to pay $1572 
for substitutes employed during the 
month, $119 for special services, 
$119 for extra duty pay and $96 
for overtim e. Services costing $ 1518 
were approved along with $3986 
for 
cafeteria 
bills 
and 
$8,031, 
o rd ers for the month. 
The board passed a resolution 
asking for full reim bursem ent next 
year, even though two days of school 
w ere m issed because of the flood. 
The finance com m ittee was auth­ 
orized to pay bills amounting to 
$91,871 and $7436 was appropriated 
for instruction supplies for next 
year. 
Ronald E. Howard, a native of 
P ort Allegany and Lock Haven State 
T eachers College graduate, was em ­ 
ployed as an elem entary teacher 
for the next term , and M rs. Eileen 
Johnson was hired as a part time 
kindergarten instructor. 
Notification was received by the 
board of an increase in gas rates. 
The board also approved a date 
change for the W arren County Insti­ 
tute from October 3 to 12.

Fast traffic came up on 
these drifts unexpectedly and easily 
could have collided with cars from 
the other direction.

Daytime radios, such as W arren’s 
W NAE, are pressuring congress to 
do something about their problem of 
varying sign-off times, which are 
supposed 
to 
follow 
the 
sunset. 
Whether they are right or wrong in 
their contentions is not clarified by 
the fact that the 
Federal Com­ 
munications 
Commission, 
which 
cracks the whip over the radio 
operators, has been thinking about 
this for eleven years and has not 
announced its decision. 
The FCC may be made to direct 
its attention in this direction by a 
committee appointed to study the 
problem. Named by Senator John 
Sparkman, who is chairman of the 
Senate Sm all Business Committee, 
it consists of Senators J ohn Kennedy J 
Wayne 
Morse, 
and 
Andrew 
F . 
Schoeppel, a group we would like to 
have on our side if we wanted to 
see something done. 
The full,-time stations are very’ 
apt to oppose the move because of 
the interference which results after 
sundown, AM reception has become 
very much 
a clutter of mingled 
noises, except where a few area 
stations do a booming job during 
the day. 
The additional hours during the 
winter would make available more 
air time for sale by the local oper­ 
ators, 
and consistent 
scheduling 
throughout the year would be pos­ 
sible. 
The FCC is very apt to suggest 
that FM is the answer. FM does not 
bother the full-time stations in the 
evening hours, and assures good 
reception locally. We never have 
been able to figure why it hasn’t 
been pushed harder and shown more 
respect by some who have it avail­ 
able.

COLUMBUS DAM DELAYED 
The hopes held that the Columbus 
dam might be improved by the state 
were not encouraged by the action of 
the Pennsylvania Fish Commission 
at its- recent meeting. It approved 
the acquisition of eight new sites 
but held over to the May meeting 
four others that were on the agenda. 
Those held over included the Colum­ 
bus project. 
Meanwhile, it adopted numerous 
standards for the construction of 
lakes by the Commission. These 
include the requirement of a mini­ 
mum fifty surface acres, a maxi­ 
mum 
depth 
of 
thirty feet, and 
complete ownership of a land strip 
no less than 200 feet above flood 
level entirely surrounding the im­ 
poundment. (An exception would be 
the presence of railway or highway 
right-of-ways within the 200 feet.) 
A ceiling of $250,000 was placed 
on lake construction. 
The reasons for such standards 
are obvious. It costs as much to 
build a lake less than fifty acres 
as it does to construct the bigge 
lake. Control of the shoreline as 
sures the public full use of the lake 
and reduces flood damage. 
To these requirements you also 
can add the need for a clean water

Hospital Announces 
New Credit Policy 


Credit policies recently adopted 
by the Warren General Hospital 
Board of Directors were announce^ 
today by Hospital Administrator, 
Joseph* A. Williamson. These poli­ 
cies were adopted after a study by 
the management consultant firm of 
Cresap, McCormick and Paget in 
cooperation 
with 
the 
Hospital’s 
Special Committee on Credit and 
Collections. 
The study revealed that hospital 
bills owed by patients amounted to 
more than $100,000 and was in­ 
creasing. The new regulations are 
designed to reduce the amount owed 
the hospital by patients and will 
pertain to both outpatients and those 
admitted to the hospital. 
Effective Monday, April 9, out­ 
patients served by the laboratory, 
X-Ray, Physiotherapy, or emer­ 
gency room shall be required to 
pay cash if the cost of the single 
visit does not exceed $10.00. Out­ 
patients who desire to be billed for 
services which cost over $10.00 
shall be required to complete a 
credit application. 
Outpatients who can show proof 
of insurance of a type which covers 
the service being rendered or whose 
injury appears to be covered by 
workmen’s compensation insurance 
shall be exempted from the above 
policies. 
Patients who are not covered by 
hospitalization insurance shall be 
required to pay $50.00 on admis­ 
sion. Mr..Williamson explained that 
this policy will apply only to about 
20 per cent of those admitted be­ 
cause approximately 80 per cent do 
carry some form of hospital insur­ 
ance. 
Detailed 
statement of charges 
shall be rendered weekly to the 
responsible party for each patient 
in the hospital. If the patient has 
Blue Cross or other hospitaliza­ 
tion insurance, the statement will1 
be so marked. 
Mr. Williamson, in revealing the 
new credit policies, said that finan­ 
cial support of Warren General Hos­ 
pital comes largely from charges 
made to patients for room, board, 
nursing care and the use of diagnos­ 
tic and treatment facilities. Some 
additional operating funds are also 
derived from appropriations from 
Warren County and the State of 
Pennsylvania but are used to help 
defray the cost of caring for charity 
patients. 
Because approximately 95 per 
cent of the hospital’s total operating 
funds is derived from charges to 
patients, the hospital must maintain 
close 
control over extension 
credit and collection of bills.

QUIET EASTER 


Repeated outraged criticism for­ 
tunately has scared the networks 
away from telecasting New York’s 
Easter parade, so that this year’s 
Easter was celebrated in compara­ 
tive quiet. There was, it’s true, a 
local telecast composed largely of 
people waving at the camera, in 
case that sort of thing entrances 
you, but in general, Easter was 
celebrated on the networks as a 
religious 
observance 
which, 
of 
course, is what it is. The networks 
deserve a pat on the back for that. 
As a matter of fact, Easter almost 
slipped by unnoticed on television. 
You could look at a lot of television 
on Sunday without hearing a mention 
of Easter and this was a blessed 
relief. The pounding some of our 
holidays have taken on television 
in recent years has almost taken 
all the fun out of them. “ Omnibus” , 
for example, turned its almost ex­ 
clusive attention to airplanes, first 
with an absorbing group of films of 
the testing of a jet airplane, then 
with an account of the court martial 
of Billy Mitchell. 
* * * 
The Billy Mitchell case was es­ 
pecially interesting because it was 
taken directly from the trial testi­ 
mony and, according to Alistair 
Cooke, this was the first time any­ 
one has been allowed access to it 
Of course, the stupidity and blind­ 
ness of the sea admirals and land

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current Washington effort they may 
find a new election law on the books 
which will offer no improvement 
over the present one. Under the 
current set-up it would favor the 
Republicans, but it could swing the 
other way at some future time. 
The proposal is disguised as an 
effort to give the people a greater 
voice in the presidential election 
by dividing the electoral votes in 
each state according to the pro­ 
portion cast for each candidate. But 
it won’t do that. 
If this amendment goes through 
the votes will be divided according 
to congressional districts, not ac­ 
cording to the proportion of the 
total state vote. There is a great 
difference. 
The gerrymandering done in most 
states has divided districts to favor 
parties in control at the time the 
districts were established. As the 
result, in the last election, Repub­ 
licans received less than half the 
vote in New York, California, Penn­ 
sylvania, Illinois, Michigan, and New 
Jersey, but they won sixty per cent 
of the Washington seats. 
In 1954 the Democrats received 
51.2 per cent of the votes but seated 
only 48.6 per cent. In one election, 
the Republicans outside of the South 
got 51 per cent of the total, but 
elected 64.8 per cent of the con­ 
gressmen. 
This is not the kind of change the 
people have demanded. They want a 
true picture of the vote represented 
on a national scale. It can be very 
easily done by dividing the total 
electoral vote in each state on the 
same basis as the total actual vote. 
The law now is in committee and 
probably will not get out again this 
year. We waited until election year 
to even talk about one. Then it was 
so unfair that it didn’t have a chance. 
We now will wait four more years. 
Meanwhile, let’s watch out for the 
sneaker.

STALK A CROW 
We would rather bring home one 
crow we had stalked than to haul 
home a trunkload of black birds we 
had shot after calling them to a 
blind. It might not be as helpful 
to the farm er, but the satisfaction 
of a good hunting job is represented 
in that single bird. 
This, we know, contradicts the 
Game Commission item which ap­ 
peared 
here 
last week, but we 
alw ay s were somewhat of a lone 
vwolf when it came to gunning for 
game. We were brought up with 
a single-shot gun, a minimum of 
equipment, and instilled with the 
knowledge of how to survive with 
a twist of twine, a box of match­ 
es, a jackknife, and a respect for 
the weapon in our hands. 
We disagree that once an old 
crow has spotted human beings in 
the area, and has given its warn­ 
ing, the sport is over for the day. 
lf you have a strong pair of legs, 
good eyes, and a knowledge of wild 
things, a flushed animal is not a 
loss. The fun has just started. 
Now you really must out-think him, 
and what you do next depends on 
the nature of the quarry and what 
you think he will do. 
Hawks and owls can be very 
successfully stalked in the day time, 
if you know them very well, if your 
feet are quiet, and if you have a 
shotgun that will do a good job at 
a fairly long range. But you don’t 
obtain that knowledge or gain those 
quiet feet by sitting in a blind or 
by reading books. You gain a little 
more of the skill each time the 
bird is flown and another chance 
is gone. 


The 
same goes for the black 
ones. They can be stalked, even 
a*s wild geese and turkeys. But it 
takes some doing. And it is this 
doing that makes it the real sport. 
lf they were dumb and easily knock­ 
ed over the fun would be lacking 
and the pleasure would have to be 
gained through blood-letting. 
If you enjoy killing, sit in a 
blind and toot your call. But- if 
you like to hunt, learn to stalk 
and not to miss with the only shot 
you probably will get. 


And rem em ber, you don’t learn 
to shoot by spraying the ozone with 
buckshot. Leave the pump at home. 
Load a single shot in a good gun 
and learn what it means when you 
can’t afford to m iss. You soon will 
be making them count, and your 
shooting will greatly improve.

IMPORTED FORBEARER 
ON LOOSE 
Late last winter, nutria belonging 
to a man in M ercer County c caped 
from their enclosures, says Game 
Protector Arthur 
Biondi. He re­ 
ports: “ These beaver-like anim as 


scattered all over the Shenango 
Valley. Uninformed persons who 
saw these animals, or caught them 
in their traps, called my headquar­ 
ters asking what they were. These 
people knew nothing of the animal. 
Some wondered whether an unknown 
creature was invading Pennsylvania. 
Though Biondi’s statement may 
not be prophetic, a recent report 
from Texas tells that the Executive 
Secretary of the Game and Fish 
Commission cautioned persons pro­ 
pagating nutria as a means of con­ 
trolling aquatic vegetation. 


He said the rat-like animals help­ 
ed in some instances but proved a 
nuisance in others. Residents of 
one Texas locality were on the 
warpath against nutria, the officials 
said, because the fur animals raided 
farm fields. Three females and two 
male nutria were released in the 
area six years ago. Now, m ore than 
2000 of the aquatic rodents have 
been killed in a move to control 
them. Some of the nutria have been 
seen as far away as twenty miles 
from the release point, the report 
said. 
(Ed. 
Note. — The nutria is 
coypu, a South American rodent 
with webbed back feet.)

STALK A CROW 
We would rather bring home one 
:row we had stalked than to haul 
iome a trunkload of black birds we 
lad shot after calling them to a 
blind. It might not be as helpful 
to the farmer, but the satisfaction 
of a good hunting job is represented 
in that single bird. 
This, we know, contradicts the 
Game Commission item which ap­ 
peared 
here 
last week, but we 
always were somewhat of a lone 
wolf when it came to gunning for 
game. We were brought up with 
a single-shot gun, a minimum of 
equipment, and instilled with the 
knowledge of how to survive with 
a twist of twine, a box of match­ 
es, a jackknife, and a respect for 
the weapon in our hands. 
We disagree that once an old 
crow has spotted human beings in 
the area, and has given its warn­ 
ing, the sport is over for the day. 
lf you have a strong pair of legs, 
good eyes, and a knowledge of wild 
things, a flushed animal is not 
loss. The fun has just started. 
Now you really must out-think him, 
and what you do next depends on 
the nature of the quarry and what 
you think he will do. 
Hawks and owls can be very 
successfully stalked in the day time, 
if you know them very well, if your 
feet are quiet, and if you have 
shotgun that will do a good job at 
a fairly long range. But you don’t 
obtain that knowledge or gain those 
quiet feet by sitting in a blind or 
by reading books. You gain a little 
more of the skill each time the 
bird is flown and another chance 
is gone. 


The same goes for the black 
ones. They can be stalked, even 
as wild geese and turkeys. But it 
takes some doing. And it is this 
doing that makes it the real sport 
lf they were dumb and easily knock 
ed over the fun would be lacking 
and the pleasure would have to be 
gained through blood-letting. 
If you enjoy killing, sit in 
blind and toot your call. But- if 
you like to hunt, learn to stalk 
and not to miss with the only shot 
you probably will get. 


And remember, you don’t learn 
to shoot by spraying the ozone with 
buckshot. Leave the pump at home. 
oad a single shot in a good gun 
and learn what it means when you 
can’t afford to miss. You soon will 
De making them count, and your 
shooting will greatly improve.

scattered all over the Shenango 
Valley. Uninformed persons who 
saw these animals, or caught them 
in their traps, called my headquar­ 
ters asking what they were. These 
people knew nothing of the animal. 
Some wondered whether an unknown 
creature was invading Pennsylvania. 
Though Biondi’s statement may 
not be prophetic, a recent report 
from Texas tells that the Executive 
Secretary of the Game and Fish 
Commission cautioned persons pro­ 
pagating nutria as a means of con­ 
trolling aquatic vegetation. 


He said the rat-like animals help­ 
ed in some instances but proved a 
nuisance in others. Residents of 
one Texas locality were on the 
warpath against nutria, the officials 
said, because the fur animals raided 
farm fields. Three females and two 
male nutria were released in the 
area six years ago. Now, more than 
2000 of the aquatic rodents have 
been killed in a move to control 
them. Some of the nutria have been 
seen as far away as twenty miles 
from the release point, the report 
said. 
(Ed. Note. — The nutria is a 
coypu, a South American rodent 
with webbed back feet.)

If you need help with your form, 
call the Internal Revenue Service 
office.

form would be a simple affair. Your 
tax would go down to perhaps a fifth 
of what it now is.
